Plans for a new city hall complex are mov ­ 
ing along and indications are that it may k ick 
off a driv e for downtown renov ation. 
Commissioner James G. Bu rk e, at Mon­ 
day night’s meeting of the Dix on City Cou ncil, 
made ju st su ch a proposal. 
“I am u rging that the new city hall be an­ 
chored into the downtown bu siness district,” 
he said. “This project, along with the beau ti­ 
fication program for the sou th bank of the 
Rock Riv er, presents a perfect opportu nity 
for the formation of a reju v enation com­ 
mittee. 
“This time a smaller effort may be appro­ 
priate,” he continu ed. “ In the past, we’v e 
talk ed abou t ripping ou t fu ll block s and start­ 
ing one-way streets. Now we cou ld go with a 
simpler program of renov ation. We cou ld of­ 
fer awards for the best projects to bu ild en­ 
thu siasm. We shou ld particu larly zero in on 
the back side of the First Street bu sinesses 
which face the riv er.” 
May or W arren W alder replied that 
Bu rk e’s point was well tak en. “We hav e start­ 
ed interv iewing architects and we will contin­ 
u e to do it for another week or so. I am cer­ 
tainly hoping that any thing we do will k ick off 
downtown renov ation,” he commented. 
Bu rk e and Walder apparently reached a 
meeting of the minds on lighting the down­ 
town Christmas decorations. 
Walder stated that he felt it was best to go 
along with the President’s wishes and not 
light the decorations. 
Bu rk e stated “I’v e been doing a lot of 
gru mbling to y ou — notice I said to y ou , and 


not abou t y ou — on this su bject. I don’t agree 
with the higher-u ps, bu t I am willing to re­ 
spect y ou r wishes on the decorations.” 
Walder went on to u rge downtown bu si­ 
nessmen to pu t attractiv e Christmas display s 
in their windows to help mak e for a better 
holiday atmosphere. 
The issu e of abortions being performed at 
KSB Hospital was raised by Mrs. Richard 
Brechon, who appealed to the cou ncil to pass 
a resolu tion u rging the hospital board recon­ 
sider its policy of allowing abortions u nder 
new laws. She presented the cou ncil with peti­ 
tions bearing some 8 00 signatu res against the 
abortion policy . 
Mrs. Brechon stressed three points in her 
objections: (1) The Su preme Cou rt ru ling 
permits, bu t does not commend abortions, (2) 
The hospital board has an obligation to the 
commu nity , (3) Abortions may be on a small 
scale now, bu t who is to say that they will not 
increase rapidly in the fu tu re. 
“A fetu s is a liv ing thing,” she ex claimed. 
“KSB Hospital shou ld be in the bu siness of 
preserv ing life, not destroy ing it.” 
Walder strongly commended her for feel­ 
ings on the su bject and su ggested that she 
tak e the same action on petitions to the legis­ 
lators. “ I do appreciate y ou r feelings,” he 
said. 
When the may or ask ed if any cou ncil 
member cared to propose su ch a resolu tion, 
he receiv ed no replies. He reminded Mrs. 
Brechon that it was generally traditional to 
postpone action on all su ch matters 
for two 
week s to allow pu blic reaction to catch u p. 
“The city contribu tes only $500 a y ear to 


the hospital," he ex plained. “For that $500 we 
retain the right to appoint members to the 
hospital board. The $500goes into the mav or’s 
free-bed fu nd. When the hospital adv ises me 
of a particu lar case of someone needy who is 
u nable to pay hospital costs, we jointlv au ­ 
thorize an ex penditu re from the free-bed 
fu nd. Presently there is abou t $2.000 in u n­ 
spent fu nds in that accou nt. 
“One of the most tou ching ex periences 
I v e ev er had,” he continu ed, “was when a fa­ 
ther brou ght a one-y ear-old child to me to ex ­ 
plain that the child's life had been sav ed and 
the free-bed fu nd paid for it.” 
City Attorney Tomas Magdich interjected, 
“ I don’t think the cou ncil is in any position to 
instru ct the hospital board on its responsibil­ 
ities.” 
The may or said that he had decided to hold 
the pu blic meeting on rev enu € *-sharing prior 
to the nex t cou ncil meeting on Dec. 
17 The 
meeting will start at 6:30 p.m The regu lar 
cou ncil session will start at 7:30. If any fu r­ 
ther discu ssion is needed on rev enu e-sharing, 
it will continu e after the cou ncil meeting. 
John Hu mphrey , 908 N Jefferson Av e., 


ask ed the cou nci by letter to approv e a three- 
y ear franchise for a bu s serv ice he intends to 
start. 
He said it wou ld operate with fou r bu ses 
within the city limits.

Pay increases of nearly $45,000 will go into 
effect Dec. 15 for members of the Ogle Cou nty 
Sheriff’s Department. The increases were 
approv ed in the 1973-74 bu dget passed by the 
Cou nty Board in Nov ember. 
The stepped-u p pay plan has been on the 
drawing board for sev eral months, according 
to Sheriff Jerry Brook s, who added that the 
pay hik es bring his department in line with 
salaries of State Police and other professional 
police organizations. 
The plan met with approv al from the 
Sheriff’s Committee, 
fees 
and 
salaries, 
finance and legislativ e committees and the 
Merit Commission Board. 
In the pay plan, new depu ties will start at 
$750 per month, u p from $650 and after one 
y ear will go to $8 20 monthly , an increase of 
$8 5. Command officers will start at $1,000 per 
month, u p from $78 5 and after one y ear ad­ 
v ance to $1,015. The chief depu ty ’s starting 
salary was increased from $11,000 annu ally to 
$13,8 00 
Women depu ties, who serv e as 
matrons, cook s, book k eepers and office 
depu ties will start at $500 per month and 
adv ance to $600 after the first y ear. Under the 
present 
salary 
range women’s 
salaries 
ranged from $443 to $550 monthly . 
Radio operators will start at $550 and 
adv ance to $600 monthly after the first y ear 
compared with the present monthly salary of 
$444. 
Each depu ty was credited with the time 


employ ed by the snerm s ottice and was 
placed on the pay scale accordingly . Brook s 
stressed that all depu ties, male and female 
are qu alified in firearms training, first-aid 
training and all depu ties attend training 
schools connected with their du ties. 
Commenting on the plan, Jam es McCaslin, 
a member of the sheriff’s committee said, 
“This program is another step to obtain and 
k eep well-qu alified and trained personnel to 
m ak e the departm ent 
a 
professional 
organization.” 


Patrol depu ties receiv ed no pay increases 
last y ear, according to Sheriff Brook s. The 
sheriff added that he sacrificed the hiring of 
two additional depu ties, requ ested by the 
Sheriff’s Committee, to implement the pay 
plan. “The only other area of increase in my 
bu dget,” Brook s ex plained, “is in the au to­ 
mobile ex pense accou nt.” All other accou nts 
were left at the same lev el as last y ear. 


Another member of the Sheriff’s Com­ 
mittee, Fred Canode, said "This (pay plan) 
will show the depu ties that with hard work , 
good training and serv ing the people of the 
cou nty , that they do hav e a fu tu re with this 
departm ent.” 
Brook s, elated ov er its passage, praised 
the committee members for the pay plan and 
maintained he will now be able to retain and 
attract highly qu alified personnel into his 
department.

The first demonstration was 
reported in Pennsy lv ania, on 
Interstate 8 0 near Blak eslee, 
where tru ck ers stalled traffic 
for fiv e hou rs, finally ending 
their protest at 3 a.m. 
Other stoppages were report­ 
ed in Ohio, West Virginia and 
New Jersey with some of the 
same driv ers apparently in­ 
v olv ed in more than one pro­ 
test. 
A Teamsters Union spok es­ 
man in Washington said he did 
not k now whether the stoppages 
were part of a coordinated ef­ 
fort. “There’s 19 million tru ck s 


and there’s 400,000 teamsters 
that driv e,” he said, adding 
that he had no way of k nowing 
whether the protesters were u n­ 
ion members or not. 
J.W. Edwards of Ov erland 
Park , Kan., one of the tru ck ers 
inv olv ed in the Pennsy lv ania 
protest, said that if the driv ers’ 
demands were not met by mid- 
December there wou ld be a na­ 
tionwide tru ck stoppage on the 
highway s. 


There were no arrests in the 
Pennsy lv ania or New Jersey 
protests. 
Near Cambridge, Ohio, Rob­ 
ert Gallicchio, 25, of Highland 
Park , N.J., refu sed to mov e off 
the highway and was arrested 
for illegally park ing on the 
highway . He posted bond and 
was released 


Au thorities in West Virginia 
said a grou p of tru ck ers briefly 
block ed traffic on the west­ 
bou nd entrance to Interstate 70. 
One driv er, Walter Barclay of 
Omaha, Neb., was arrested for 
block ing a road, was fined and 
released. 


The amou nt of Barclay ’s fine 
was not immediately av ailable. 
Barclay later drov e into Ohio 
and said he was one of the 
driv ers inv olv ed in the Cam­ 
bridge protest, which started at 
abou t 7 a.m., in the westbou nd 
lanes on Interstate 70. 
“A tru ck driv er right now is 
ju st dirt u nder peoples’ feet,” 
said Barclay who confirmed the 
West Virginia arrest.

State Police 'quota' system . . . 
Your arrest could mean a trooper s choice of vacations

Motorists beware! You r driv ing habits are being 
closely monitored by State Police who are now work ing on 
a “qu ota” sy stem for increased arrests, The Telegraph 
has learned. 
Under a directiv e issu ed by Capt. Dav id Pearson, Dis­ 
trict 1 commander, troopers hav e been pitted against 
each other Their work will be placed on a percentage 
scale with those troopers placing highest on the list for 
nu mbers of arrests receiv ing prime v acation time, ac­ 
cording to two directiv es issu ed the same day by Pearson. 
The initial directiv e, dated Nov . I, 1973, and directed 
to all District -I u niformed personnel, states: 
“ I wish to commend the personnel of District One for 
the fine improv ement in the enforcement effort du ring the 
past two months. I am certain that ou r figu res for Nov em­ 
ber ’73 will reflect ev en more improv ement. 
"I want to remind y ou of ou r District objectiv es: 1. In­ 
crease D.W.I. (driv ing while intox icated) arrests. 2. In­ 
crease Ov erweight Arrests in all cou nties. 3. Increase ou r 
enforcement contacts per patrol hou r, and, 4. Redu ce au ­ 
tomotiv e costs. 
"In determining to what ex tent we are accomplishing 
these objectiv es, it has become necessary to establish 
some sort of y ardstick by which we can measu re each in­ 
div idu al’s contribu tion to the accomplishment of these ob­ 
jectiv es. 
“ Mu ch time, effort and discu ssion has gone into the 
establishment of su ch a y ardstick , which will tell u s of ou r 
progress as a district; and, one which will be fair and im­ 
partial to all indiv idu als concerned To this end. we will 
u se an ‘Enforcement Profile’ for each trooper tnai wu l re­ 
flect his contribu tion toward the accomplishment of the 
district objectiv es, so far as enforcement is concerned. 
“The Enforcement Profile will inclu de the following 
factors: 1. Nu mber of D.W.I arrests 2. Nu mber of Ov er­ 


weight Arrests. 3. Nu mber of Citations issu ed. 4. Nu mber 
of Written Warnings issu ed. 5. Nu mber of patrol hou rs. 6. 
Nu mber of day s work ed. 
“The compu tation of each m an’s profile, and the rea­ 
sons for it, are as follows: 
“a. Nu mber of D.W.I. Arrests mu ltiplied by 5 (an in­ 
crease in D.W.I. arrests are an objectiv e of the div ision as 
well as of the district. They are more difficu lt to mak e and 
to prov e. They requ ire more time, and often resu lt in more 
cou rt time than other arrests.). 
“b. Nu mber of Ov erweight .Arrests mu ltiplied by 3. 
(They are more difficu lt to mak e than other traffic ar­ 
rests, ex cept D.W.I.s. They requ ire more time, effort and 
initiativ e; and they are one of the district objectiv es.). 
“c. Nu mber of Citations mu ltiplied by 2. (They re­ 
qu ire more time and effort than Written Warnings; they 
are more of a deterrent than Written Warnings, especially 
if Written Warnings are written in lieu of citations to av oid 
going to cou rt, or to av oid the inconv enience of tak ing 
bond). 
“d. The nu mber of Written Warnings mu ltiplied by 1. 
“e. Nu mber of Patrol Hou rs. (The more patrol hou rs 
we hav e, the more we are contribu ting to ou r v isu al en­ 
forcement effort. 
“f. Nu mber of Day s Work ed. (Time off, v acations, 
etc., will not work against the indiv idu al’s profile ). 
“The compu tation of the profile will be as follows; 
a + b+ c + d + e div ided by f equ als Enforcement Profile 
“ In compu ting y ou r indiv idu al activ ity for Au gu st and 
September by this formu la, 30 of y ou improv ed in Septem­ 
ber and 9 of y ou declined. It is on this basis that I am 
pleased with the improv ement most of y ou are mak ing in 
y ou r enforcement effort.” 
The second of the directiv es, dated the same day , 
say s: 
“ You will recall that in D.O. No. 73-51, notice was giv ­ 
en regarding v acation priorities for 1974 v acations. 
I believ e it is reasonable to giv e consideration to the 


indiv idu als who are contribu ting the most toward the ac­ 
complishment of the district objectiv es as well as the 
length of serv ice. 
“Therefore, the 1974 v acation priorities will be deter­ 
mined by av eraging each man’s enforcement profile for 
the six months « Au gu st throu gh Janu ary ) and adding to it 
the nu mber of y ears serv ice to a max imu m of 10. 
“ It will also be the prerogativ e of the district com- 
mender or the operations officer to limit v acation periods 
to one per man du ring the prime times of Ju ne. Ju ly , 
Au gu st and the last week of December.” 
Contacted by The Telegraph, Pearson defended the 
“enforcement profile" sy stem he has initiated 
"I hav e to hav e some way of measu ring the produ c­ 
tiv ity and activ ity of my men,” he ex plained I gu ess in a 
way it cou ld be called a qu ota sy stem, bu t I don't interpret 
it that way . I’m not telling my men that they hav e to mak e 
a certain nu mber of arrests. 
“ I feel that the plan fits into ou r ov erall enforcement 
program. District objectiv es are to zero in on DWls and 
ov erweight tru ck s, and statistics show that the only way 
to cu t down on accidents is to hav e a good enforcement 
program ” 
Pearson said, in his defense of the plan, that he had 
“ men who wou ld ride nine hou rs and not do any thing ” 
Bu t when ask ed if he thou ght that some of his men might 
not write borderline citations or ev en citations which 
shou ldn’t be wntten, in order to mak e themselv es look 
better, he answered with the statement: 
"Absolu tely not My men are all professional officers, 
trained well to do their jobs Under no circu mstances do I 
feel that any of them wou ld dru m u p or mak e any charges 
withou t reasonable grou nds. Remember we hav e to go to 
cou rt to ju stify it.” 
Then he was ask ed if the point sy stem applied only to 
those cases in which there were conv ictions. 
He replied, “ No, we hav e no control ov er conv ictions 
We tu rn that part of it ov er to the ju dicial sy stem .” 
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Ided “ I pondered many hou rs to come u p w ith a 
stick for my men. The nu mber and ty pe of ar- 
certainly a part of a m an's ov erall perform- 


> qiLck to add that u se of first aid training, per- 
jn the pistol range, inspections of officers and 
their equ ipment were ju st as important. 
He conclu ded by say ing: “The tax pay ers deserv e the

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Where Guerrillas? 
BEIRU T (LEN S)— I’he hard 
military and political facts of life are 
advancing remorselessly on the Pa­ 
lestinian guerrilla movement. 
The 18-day war showed that the 
commando groups, which have 
dominated the Palestinian Libera­ 
tion Organization, were peripheral 
to the Arab war effort. The guerril­ 
las themselves did precious little 
against Israel and all their calls to 
the West Bank Palestinians to take 
action went unheeded. 
Similar appeals from the Jordan­ 
ian government also fell flat—which 
was proof that neither the PLO nor 
Jordan has much influence in that 
quarter. 
The regular units of the Palestine 
Liberation Army, which the swash­ 
buckling guerrillas have tended to 
despise, fought on the Syrian and 
Egyptian fronts and suffered losses, 
but little is known of what they did. 
So the Palestinians emerged from 
the fourth battle for Palestine in a 
much diminished position. 
And now the ceasefire and possi­ 
ble peace negotiations are obliging 
them to make some very hard deci­ 
sions—whether to negotiate or not, 
and what to negotiate for. 
So far the PLO has not been pre­ 
pared to talk about anything but a 
single democratic multi-religious 
Palestine. But there are now signs of 
a more realistic approach. Friends 
of the Palestinians, including the So­ 
viet Union, have pointed out that if it 
does not attend the peace conference 
the PLO ’s claim to represent the 
Palestinian people would go by de­ 
fault either to King Hussein or to 
conservative Arab leaders on the 
West Bank. 
And if the PLO turned down the 
t jea of a Palestinian state compris- 
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ing the West Bank and the Gaza strip 
this could be taken up by the king or 
the West Bank conservatives as evi­ 
dence that the guerrillas do not want 
such a state. 
The Palestinian movement has, 
predictably, split on these issues. 
The Popular Front of Dr. George 
Habash and the Iraqi group of com­ 
mandos, as well as a couple of 
smaller leftist groups, have said no. 
Another left-wing group, the Popu­ 
lar Democratic Front, may have 
said yes and has certainly not yet 
said no. 
Saiqa, the Sj^ian faction, follows 
the Damascus line, which is a reluc­ 
tant maybe. Fatah, by far the larg­ 
est element, wants to say yes, and 
according to some accounts has de­ 
cided to say yes to negotiations and a 
Palestinian state, but it does not 
want to be the first group to take this 
stand publicly. 
The reports that Yasser Arafat 
and other Palestinian leaders had all 
left for Moscow on Nov. 19 turned out 
to be premature. Arafat himself first 
suggested a meeting in Moscow in 
an interview he gave to a Budapest 
newspaper. But the sad state of in­ 
decision within the Palestinian 
ranks was illuminated when Dr. Ha­ 
bash, the leader of the Popular 
Front, and other left-wingers re­ 
fused to attend. Arafat, who was on 
the point of leaving, thereupon de­ 
cided not to go himself. 
A suggested reason for cancelling 
the meeting is that Arafat’s hesita­ 
tion stems from his fear of standing 
up to his own left wing. If the cease­ 
fire breaks down the Palestinians 
will be much relieved. But if it does 
hold, there will have to be a deci­ 
sion—and the argument will be 
fierce.

REFLEC TIO N S- Under date of 
Nov. 29, State Rep. Joseph Ebbesen, 
R-DeKalb, has written Gov. Daniel 
Walker reminding him, “ Numerous 
Lee County citizens have been pa­ 
tiently waiting for more than three 
months for your administrative as­ 
sistants to arrange a brief meeting 
with you.’’ 
Ebbesen’s plea to the governor 
concerns his veto of the $890,000 road 
project appropriation passed by the 
General Assembly for reconstruc­ 
tion of three spur roads in Lee Coun­ 
ty,: to Harmon, West Brooklyn and 
Steward. 
With State Sen. David Shapiro, R- 
Amboy, being chief Senate sponsor 
of the bills and Ebbesen’s quarter- 
backing them in the House, the 
measure was passed only to be ve­ 
toed by the governor. 
On Sept. 22 Ebbesen told this re­ 
porter he had called the governor to 
complain about his vetoing this road 
project and that Gov. Walker had 
promised him they would be taken 
care of “ in the next two or three fis­ 
cal years,’’ and appointed one of his 
aides, Douglas Kane, to follow up on 
the matter. 
The state representative on that 
date at the Lee County Republican 
picnic further revealed Kane had 
promised him “ Several people from 
Lee County will be invited to Spring­ 
field to talk with the governor about 
this between Oct. 15 and Nov. 15.’’ 
Fourteen days after the latter 
date suggested by Kane, Ebbesen 
wrote to remind the governor, he 
pid Lee County people are still wait­ 
ing to know what his decision will be 
on the spur roads. 
Ebbesen reminds the governor, 
“ You indicated to me that these 
funds could be found elsewhere and 
you would assign your administra­ 
tive assistant, Douglas Kane, to the 
project.’’ 
Sen. Shapiro on Sept. 22, upon 
hearing of Kane’s promise to Ebbe­ 
sen, was skeptical the meeting 
would take place. “ I ’m all for what 
Ebbesen is trying to get done, but I 
just don’t think the governor’s peo­ 
ple will come through with a meet­ 
ing with some Lee County people.’’ 
In a speech made that day Sha­ 
piro sharply criticized Gov. Walker 
for vetoing the spur road project, 
stating the state did not have the 
$890,000 in the road fund for this 
plan, but that almost immediately 
after he vetoed the Lee County road 
project he found $12 million in the 
road fund to ^ve to the Chicago 
Transit Authority earlier than the 
state was committed to make the 
f)ayment because the CTA had 
threatened to cut back on service if 
it did not receive immediate state 
funds. 
Shapiro reported the early pay­ 
ment to the CTA went under the 
guise as being a subsidy to the au­ 
thority for reduced fares for tans- 
porting school children and carrying 
senior citizens. 
We ho|:^ Ebbesen will be success­ 
ful in getting the governor to realize 
these spur road projects are not the 
ordinary local highway needs. 
They are dangerous and are 
roads which school buses must trav­ 
el and serve as the outlet to major 
highways for those living in each of 
the communities.

Let’s take another peek back­ 
stage and see how things are going 
in this country’s marvelous comput­ 
erized way of life, which is supposed 
to make us the envy of the world. 
This is really Chapter Two in a 
continuing story, since about a 
month ago I set forth some detail on 
a couple of episodes which will be 
updated in this account. 
The first one, pretty minor when 
set beside such big doings as presi­ 
dential secretary Rose Mary Woods’ 
tinkering with fuzzy White House 
Watergate tapes, is nevertheless 
reasonably characteristic of the 
chaos which afflicts our record­ 
keeping in today’s complex society. 
I noted in my first report that I ’d 
agreed to accept a new credit card 
account from some small outfit be­ 
cause it offered some convenience 
value to me. Instead of one account I 
was given two, both with my name 
misspelled, and only one actual 
card—issued to my wife who would 
never use it. 
Well, friends, after some long dis­ 
tance telephone calls to the compa­ 
ny’s home city, I can report it’s all 
straightened out now. I still have two 
accounts instead of the one I wanted, 
and have three credit cards instead 
ofone. 
Then there’s that lovely business 
of the special movie series spon­ 
sored by the American Film Thea­ 
ter, with American Express han­ 
dling billings and subscriptions 
through its normal credit card sys­ 
tem. 
When I recited that little tale in 
October, the first showings were oc­ 
curring but I and, according to the 
America Film Theater, thousands of 
others around the nation had not re­ 
ceived any tickets at all. Reports in­ 
dicated the tickets were going hun­ 
dreds of miles astray. 


The unfortunate were given a 
New York City number to get every­ 
thing cleared up. I tried for four 
days and it was always busy. Final­ 
ly, a week after the first movie ap­ 
peared, I got a live voice at the New 
York end. It was good old American 
Express, wanting to know if I still 
wanted tickets. I said yes, that’s why 
I applied weeks before after the first 
ad. 
Then came the day of .the second 
movie showing. I received two 
“ mailgrams” authorizing admis­ 
sions to the show and saying tickets 
for the others would follow. But nei­ 
ther of the two theaters authorized to 
admit me and my wife were on my 
specified preference list. I discov­ 
ered that one was in a Washington 
suburb, the other in Virginia Beach, 
Va., more than two hundred miles 
south of my home. I didn’t feel up to 
the trip so we stayed home. 
Then just the other day, a huge 
batch of tickets at last arrived. Not 
the two for each show which we’d 
sought, but four. For what theaters? 
Of course, the one in Virginia Beach, 
the other that suburban theater not 
on my list. 
Most stunning of all was a form 
letter from American Express, 
signed by the Ticket Fulfillment 
Unit, which said: 
“ The reviews of the first two per­ 
formances and the corresponding 
large increase in new orders has 
(sic) delayed the processing of your 
order until now.’’ 
That was a flat falsehood. My 
mailgramsof Nov. 12 were proof my 
orders had been well in hand B E ­ 
FO RE the second movie, not after. 
Furthermore, in mid-September I ’d 
received a prior form letter with a 
coded number for my account, indi­ 
cating my original application, 
made instantly upon seeing the first 
ad, was already processed.

Arabs shoot 
too soon? 


By RAY CROM LEY 
It is now clear President 
Nixon’s advisers believe that 
if the United States shows 
enough determination in 
emergency petroleum belt- 
tightening, the Arab coun­ 
tries will relent and loosen 
their oil embargo—or scrap it 
altogether. 
This would not end the 
energy shortage, but would 
certainly make it measurably 
easier. 
It is noted here that some 
Mideast leaders already see a 
long run net loss to the Arab 
cause by an embargo which 
causes this country to pursue 
a 10-to-15-year multi - billion 
dollar program making us in­ 
dependent of Arab oil. For 
this program, if completed, 
would emasculate their most 
potent petroleum weapon. 
Some important Arab lead­ 
ers are known to have op­ 
posed an oil boycott at this 
time, believing that an em­ 
bargo now is poor strategy. 
An oil shut-off today causes 
anguish in the United States— 
but no knockout punch, they 
argued. TTiese men wanted to 
hold off a few years until the 
United States became more 
heavily dependent on Mideast 
oil, then strike. Another five 
years would not change the 
Israeli situation. But by that 
time, these men believed, an 
Arab oil shut-off would cause 
a major U.S. 
depression. 
Washington, faced with such 
a threat, they said, would 
have no other road but capi­ 
tulation. 
This all assumes America 
would have rocked along with 
complacency in the years 
ahead, not spending the bil­ 
lions required to find alter­ 
nate energy sources. 
Now, having used this pe­ 
troleum weapon, and having 
frightened this country, the 
Arabs may have dulled the 
embargo’s effectiveness for 
1978 or 1980, especially if 
Washington not only carries 
through with its hefty—$40 
billion 
plus—contemplated 
programs, but shares that 
know-how with West Europe 
and Japan. 
Not only would the Arabs 
perhaps be back where they 
started, but so would be the 
Russians, who could no long­ 
er use oil to stir up dissension 
between the United States 
and its allies. 
Tlie Arab proWem then is 
how to exert just enough 
pressure on the U.S. just long 
enough to get Washington to 
maneuver Israel back from 
the Arab territories it now 
holds, then to ease that pres­ 
sure quickly enough so that 
this nation will abandon much 
of the mammoth energy de­ 
velopment program now be­ 
ing planned. And that may be 
a very tight road for the Ar­ 
abs to walk.

Crisis of confidence 


B y T O M T I E D E 
NEW YORK (NEA)— It is the fashion cu rrently to 
speak of form er W atergate Special Prosecu tor Archibald 
Cox as incu rably naiv e. In particu lar since he recently ad­ 
m itted before the nation that he had v iolated a confidence, 
leaked priv ileged information concerning 
White Hou se pressu re in the 19 72 ITT inv estigation. 
Said he sim ply : “ It was inex cu sable. I was wrong.” 
Indeed, the Cox admission strikes m any as u nsophis­ 
ticated. Once the first lesson of Washington was borrowed 
from the Greeks: “ If y ou wou ld u nderstand v irtu e, ob- 
serv e t he condu ct of v irt u ou s m en. Now the lesson seems 
to be borrowed from Herman Goering, who, in 19 33, gav e 
order to Pru ssian police: “Shoot first and inqu ire after­ 
wards, and if y ou m ake m istakes I will protect y ou .” 
In fact, the idea of owning u p has been lost in the capi­ 
tal and perhaps in mu ch of the rest of the nation. Admis­ 
sion of error, mu ch less gu ilt, is in preciou s short su pply . 
Spiro Agnew was only the latest of high gov ernment offi­ 
cials ex iting the ex ecu tiv e offices in disgrace bu t adm it­ 
ting nothing. Said Agnew: 
“ My decision to resign . .. rests on my firm belief that 
the pu blic interest requ ires swift disposition of the prob­ 
lems which are facing me. I am adv ised that a fu ll legal 
defense of the probable charges cou ld consu m e sev eral 
y ears. I am concerned that intense media interest in the 
case wou ld distract pu blic attention from im portant na­ 
tional problems—to the cou ntry ’s detrim ent.” 
Nev er a world of apology . Not a hint of personal e r­ 
ror. Not a mention of the 40 pages of charges which a 
grand ju ry had pu t together accu sing the m an of high 
frau d and feloniou s miscondu ct. Rather, a statem ent that 
smacks of a su prem e patriotic sacrifice. Agnew left office 
like a v ictim, not a crook. “ At no tim e,” he intoned, 
Hav e I enriched m y self at the ex pense of the pu blic 
tru st.” 
It is perhaps qu ite obv iou s why su ch m en refu se to 
bow. Tads are tau ght in school, as Benjamin Franklin 
said, “The things which hu rt, instru ct”—bu t forget it 
growing u p. New York clinical psy chologist Dr. Harold 
Kooden say s men assign to them selv es roles and images 
in life and striv e to keep them come what may . Agnew’s

role, like that of many political leaders, was one of stead­ 
fast dev otion, honesty , m orality —the works. Any adm is­ 
sion of error, ev en if someone is cau ght red handed, de­ 
stroy s the image. It is, therefore, better to hav e a tattered 
image than none at all. 
Actu ally , Kooden adds, it is probably tru e that the 
pu blic appreciates men who cling to images. The pu blic 
ex pects mu ch of the famou s and does not, as a whole en­ 
joy hav ing its ex pectations destroy ed. If y ou v ote for a 
man and he tu rns ou t to be a thu g, what does this say for 
y ou r own intelligence? Thu s the teaching of politics, and 
perhaps of life, is that as Kooden say s: “People who m ake 
one m istake and adm it it are hou nded mu ch m ore that 
people who m ake 100 m istakes bu t keep them to them ­ 
selv es.” 
A relativ ely recent ex am ple of Kooden’s latter opinion 
is George Romney , form er gov ernor of Michigan. In 
19 6 7 
Romney had a fair shot at the presidential nomination u n- 
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til, in a moment of candidness, he said he had “ been 
brainw ashed” abou t the Vietnam w ar, that he no longer 
believ ed it was a correct fight. Brainwashed? What a 
boob. Lack of pu blic su pport forced him ou t of the nom ina­ 
tion race and he’s not been a seriou s politician since. 
Today , now a priv ate citizen in Michigan, Romney 
agrees the brainwashing statem ent did him in. “ Bu t I’d do 
it again. I’m not sorry . It was the tru th, I simply told the 
tru th. The trou ble with politics is y ou can’t be right too 
soon and win.” 
Romney , a religiou s man, is distu rbed that telling 
tru ths in America can be so dam aging. He say s President 
Nix on, for ex ample, “ wou ld hav e been mu ch better off if 
he had laid it all on the line abou t W atergate from the 
start. 
Bu t th at’s not the way the gam e has been play ed 
and so George Romney , wiser if somewhat the worse for 
wear, is “ glad” to be ou t of the Washington mess. 
There is, perhaps, something to be said for the fact 
that barefaced men like Romney and Archibald Cox 
shou ldn’t be in Washington in the first place. The capital is 
the preserv e of the hardnosed, so the argu m ent goes. Po­ 
litical leaders can’t adm it errors becau se u su ally it’s not 
ju st their hides at stake; a president who goofs in the nu ­ 
clear age risks the entire citizenry . 
Bu t Kooden doesn’t bu y the hard-nose theory . He say s 
it has alway s been Richard Nix on’s thesis, “and all it is is 
a way of pu tting people down.” Kooden say s Am ericans 
aren’t children. That the popu lation can su rv iv e both m is­ 
takes and fools. The electorate does not v ote for gods bu t 
hu mans with dandru ff and halitosis. If someone goofs, if 
attorney s general are indicted, then echo the opinion of 
Nathalia Crane: “ There is glory in a great m istake.” 
No, Archibald Cox is not naiv e. If the principles of 
pu blic serv ice are honesty and hu mility , it is his detrac­ 
tors who are the simpletons. Fiorello LaG u ardia, when he 
was m ay or of New York, u sed to say : “ I don’t often m ake 
m istakes, bu t when I do it’s a beau t.” T hat's not a bad phi­ 
losophy for politicians and people to follow today . No one 
is infallible. 
Ev en John the XXIII adm itted: “ I m ake m istakes 
too. After all, I’m only the Pope.” 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

CHICAGO (AP) — Hu man or 
gan transplants, ex cept for kid­ 
ney s, mu st still be considered 
ex perim ental, say s a report 
from the American College of 
Su rgeons.

kidney s. 


Another 18.2 per cent were 
aliv e withou t fu nctioning graft­ 
ed kidney s, and 34.2 per cent 
had died. 
The su rv iv ors had liv ed an 
av erage of two and a half y ears 
after transplant, and many had 
liv ed longer than fiv e y ears. 
Six ty -tw o had becom e pre g ­ 
nant. 


Sev enteen heart transplants 
were done in 19 72 in the United 
States, 13 of them at Stanford 
Univ ersity .

A total of 202 heart trans­ 
plants had been done all ov er 
the world throu gh 19 72, 132 in 
the United States.

and fiscal au thorities how to 
ru n a smooth economy . They 
m ightn’t like to admit it, bu t a 
good many believ e the world’s 
economies will alway s be a 
m erry go-rou nd 
That is, when one nation’s

another’s 
might be low, the resu lt of dif­ 
ferent economic policies, tem ­ 
pora ry 
tra d e 
ad v a nta g es, 
changes in the demand for 
goods, the av ailability of labor, 
and so on. 
Bu t now, oddly enou gh, all 
the horses seem to be descend­ 
ing together, ju st as they as­ 
cended in u nison and rem ained 
high ov er the past few y ears.

Stu dents of cy cles claim they 
h av en’t seen su ch a pattern 
since the late 19 20s 
The fact is that alm ost ail the 


w orld's great indu strial nations

Dear Judy Lov e: I’m thinking of trying my hand at 
needlepoint, and would appreciate any helpful hints you 
might b e ab le to giv e as to the b est way for me to start a 
totally new v enture in needlework. G. M., Boston, Mass. 
Dear G. M. : Needlepoint is a v ery creativ e, fun p art of 
needlework, and I’m delighted to find someone who is 
anxious to try it. For your first piece, I recommend using 
a kit, which you can find in most needlework shops. This 
way, you hav e a pattern to follow and the proper amounts 
of canv as and yam.

Enjoy honey on hot b iscuits? 
Use honey and lemon juice 
when your throat is sore or to 
sweeten your coffee? 
Alas, honey, « ice a modest 
contender for p art of our food 
dollars, is growing scarcer and 
jumping in price. 
'Two b ig causes are the grow­ 
ing numb er of health food en­ 
thusiasts and demand from the 
Japanese m arket. 
Most nutritionists admit that 
honey is no b etter than sugar 
nutritionally. It does contain 
v ery small amounts of minerals 
and v itamins, plus enzymes 
and some pollen from the b ees. 
For these reasons the health 
food people emb race honey as a 
v aluab le food. 
According to Dr. Roger A. 
Morse, “The wholesale price of 
honey has tripled since 1971, 
from 15 cents a pound to 46 
cents a pound. 
The shortage of honey will in­ 
tensify during the next few 
months and the price will go 
ev en higher. It’s ab out 90 cents 
a pound in superm arkets to­ 
day.’’ (Morse is professor of en­ 
tomology at Cornell Univ ersi­ 
ty.) 
“The price at health food 
stores is generally v ery much 
higher,’’ and, he added, “the in­ 
creased dem and for honey 
around the world is definitely 
related to the general growth of 
the natural foods mov ement. 
Not just in the U.S. b ut ev ery­ 
where.’’ 
California is the largest U.S. 
producer of honey. Then come 
Florida, Minnesota and Texas. 
Howev er, there are fewer flow­ 
ering plants to attract b ees with 
agricultural emphasis on large 
areas of corn, soyb eans and 
cotton. 
“The Japanese are the great­ 
est purchasers of American 
honey. They head for California

the $1.5 million West wind Jet 
Commander. 
Although still paying off a 
$7,000 loan for her training, she 
giv es free flying lessons to 
those as eager to learn as she 
was. 
"When people ask me what I 
do, I tell them I’m a mortician 
They usually laugh and say, 
‘Sure you are.’ I then reply, 
‘Well then I’m a jet pilot ’ They 
still usually laugh” 
Judy admits that flying a 
night mail run can ruin a single 
girls social life, b ut she says 
her job as a jet pilot is the 
most important thing in her life 
followed b y her sports car and 
her b oyfriend. 
To a girl who calls it fun to 
repair car engines, it’s not sur­ 
prising to hear her describ e her 
highly technical job in these 
terms:

Every year around this time, 
children make their lists of 
Christmas wishes.

vertisements directed to chil­ 
dren, notes Frances Reeverts, 
Lee County Extension Adviser. 
According to Lewis A. Engman, 
chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC), there are 
as many as 20 commercials per 
hour on some television pro­ 
grams aimed at the children’s 
market. Program characters, 
both live and animated, are 
used to sell products to chil­ 
dren. 
The FTC is concerned about 
the practice of encouraging 
children to act as surrogate 
salesmen for manufacturers by 
directly 
or 
indirectly 
suggesting that they ask their 
parents to buy a certain toy. 
Many parents, too, are con­ 
cerned, and rightly so. Toys are 
big business, and American 
fam ilies spend millions of 
dollars on toys each year. 
“ Many 
children 
are 
dependent 
on 
immediate 
perceptions and aren’t able to 
judge play value of toys,” ex- 
plaines Frances Reeverts. 
“ They are highly susceptible to 
what they see and hear.” 
Your children may be highly 
stimulated by a colorful, noise- 
making, quick-moving toy that 
they see on television. And the 
desire to have that toy becomes 
real and immediate. However, 
just as many adult purchases 
are bought on impulse, the 
much-wanted toy may not real­ 
ly meet the child’s play needs 
or be fun. 
Many of the toys children see 
advertises, ask for and receive, 
aren’t conducive to children’s 
active play. They are simply 
something to watch. Young 
children soon get bored with 
toys that do everything them­ 
selves and parents soon hear 
their children saying, “ I have 
nothing to play with.” 
A “ fun” toy is one that re­ 
quires action on the part of the 
child, the child-development 
specialists points out. Children

The 
new Association is the largest 
Land Bank in the District with 
$52 million in loans outstanding. 
Total net worth is about $4.2 
million, Harold Jepson manag­ 
er of the new Association, told 
the 500 guests. 


Jepson said the headquarters 
office will be in Dixon with fully 
staffed offices maintained at 
Freeport, Morrison and Ore­ 
gon. Morris W. Kessinger, 
manager of the Amboy-Oregon 
Association, will continue to 
serve that area as associate 
manager.

Rationing is alternative 
Resistance builds to 
50 mph speed limit

When the speed limit was re­ 
duced to 50 m.p.h. on New 
Jersey’s highways early this 
month, a policeman stopped a 
truck driver going a flatout 75. 
When 
the 
cop 
reminded 
the trucker of the energy crisis, 
the driver snapped: “ The hell 
with the energy crisis, pal, I got 
a schedule to keep.” 
So goes the answer to the 
presidential plea for 
“ some 
sacrifice by some Americans” 
during 
the 
worsening 
oil 
shortage. Authorities in several 
states 
report 
some 
general 
slowing down, on a volunteer 
basis, but, says a highway 
patrol officer in Pennsylvania, 
“ I wouldn’t say the response 
has been overwhelming.” 
B y 
all 
m easures, 
the 
response to sacrifice must be 
overwhelming if U.S. drivers 
are not to be slowed down by 
something other than speed 
lim it modifications or volun- 
teerism. Dick Rawley of the 
Federal Highway Administra­ 
tion says that automobiles ac­ 
count for 25 per cent of fuel oil 
consumption in the nation and 
stiffer regulations, if they 
come, will surely be in this oil 
use area. 
There seems no doubt that 
significant gasoline savings are 
possible — and with a minimum 
of public suffering. Gulf Oil 
research and development en­ 
gineers, for instance, say that 
late model engines traveling at 
70 m.p.h. average 13.9 miles per 
gallon of gas vs. 19.6 miles for 
speeds of 40. 
The Highway Administration 
is even more optimistic about 
slowdown 
savings. 
Thus 
Norbert Tiemann, the federal 
h ighw ay 
ad m in istra to r, 
believes 50 m.p.h. speeds could 
reduce fuel use 5 per cent 
across the nation — enough to 
compensate for the current 
U.S. oil production shortfall. 
Yet it’s apparent there is 
opposition abuilding to the 
presidential ca ll for lower 
speeds. The fact is only too 
obvious on the roads today. 
Though auto speed is as risky 
as it is wasteful (27 per cent of 
all fatal highway accidents are 
caused by excessive speed), 
though the 
National 
Safety 
Council says that a driver’s 
chances of highway death 
double with each 
10 m.p.h. 
increase 
in 
acceleration, 
Am ericans zip about with 
abandon. A recent check of a 
stretch of the New 
York 
Thruway indicated half the 
cars going in excess of 75; dri­ 
vers in the rural highways of 
North Dakota go 90 and 95 
without a care. 
Some of the opposition to 
lower speeds, actually, is not 
real resistance but philosophic 
criticism . 
The 
Am erican 
Automobile Association, while 
not objecting to reduced speds, 
says that high speeds do not 
play the major statistical role 
in the excessive use of highway 
fuel. Kay Aldus of the AAA says 
studies indicate 75 per cent of 
all auto trips are 10 miles or 
less in distance, therefore 
“ most people don’t get up to 70 
m.p.h.” 
The AAA believes that driver 
skill and mechanical excellence

avoids any mention of Jesus or 
God or Bethlehem and is thus 
pagan in its lyrics.

readers to restore the essential 
Christian motif to children’s 
books and music at Christ­ 
m as!” 
Beware. Erosion 
As Sister Pauline so ably has 
pointed out, we must beware of 
the 
erosion 
of 
religious 
idealism. 
There has been a dangerous 
trend in recent years even to 
strip all moral lessons from the 
reading books in early gram­ 
mar school. 
And now the radio, as well as 
TV music, are often guilty of 


me same error. 
For they emphasize secular 
(pagan) music and are in­ 
doctrinating our Am erican 
kiddies with music that ignores 
the 
central 
m otif 
of 
the 
Christmas event. 
Luckily, I find that 
1,000 
Catholic and Public Schools 
have adopted the “Little Sandy 
Sleighfoot” book and its ac­ 
companying song. 
The late Mrs. Eleanor Roose­ 
velt endorsed it highly as a boon 
to all handicapped youngsters. 
Leading clergymen, such as 
Dr. Peale and Bishop Raines, 
have lauded “ L ittle Sandy 
Sleighfoot” in line with Sister 
Pauline’s remarks. 
That musical maestro, Mitch 
M iller, arranged the song and

rendition 
thereof proved the Christmas 
song hit by Columbia Records 
its very first season. 


So we should stress this re­ 
turn to religious idealism in 
connection with the Christmas 
season.

are far better guarantors of fuel 
economy. A Michigan AAA test 
indicates 
that 
poor 
driving 
habits 
— jackrabbit 
starts, 
uneven speeds and needless 
braking — can be responsible 
for as much as 44 per cent of 
vehicle fuel loss. The Minnesota 
AAA adds that its own studies 
indicate drivers can cut fuel use 
25 per cent (plus save $100 a 
year in costs) with frequent 
engine tuneups. 
But if the AAA wants mainly 
to supplement the 
call 
for 
reduced highway speeds, other 
organizations want only to 
condemn it. 
Bus 
industry 
spokesmen, as example, say 
most of their intercity vehicles 
are engineered for maximum 
efficiency at 65 m.p.h. Ac­ 
cordingly, says L. H. Warwick, 
vice president of Trailw ays: “ If 
our buses run at 50, they’ll be in 
third gear.” W arwick’s ironic 
conclusion is that buses use 
more gas at 50 than 65. 
Then there are the truckers. 
Perhaps the most vocal of the 
reduced speed opponents. A 
spokesman for the American 
Trucking Association says the 
entire industry has been set up 


around the 65 m.p.h. speed 
limit. Terminals are thus far 
apart, 
safety 
regulations 
(m axim um work tim e for 
drivers) are so balanced. 
“ We could live with a 60 
m.p.h. 
lim it, 
but 
50 would 
destroy us,” the spokesman 
says. “ It would make one day’s 
trip into two, it would upset 
everything.” And so, adds a 
driver, angrily, “ I don’t see the 
need to slow down and, dam­ 
mit, I ain’t gonna do it.” 
No one knows for certain, but 
the belief is the latter opinion 
dominates the nation. Says a 
DOT official: “ There is no way 
the American people are going 
to slow down easily.” This 
o fficial, then, believes the 
necessary 
slowdown 
must 
come hard: 
“ You have to hit people in the 
pocketbook. I believe gas will 
soon cost 75 cents a gallon, and 
it will probably be rationed, 
because that way a man has no 
choice — he goes slow or he 
goes broke or he runs out. It’s 
the only way 
we can 
get 
through this period.” 
Perhaps it is the only way. 
Then again, the appeal to better 


judgments, without mandates, 
is still not dead. The same New 
Jersey cop who handled the 
rocketing, recalcitrant truck 
driver says he’s also had to stop 
an increasing number of people 
for going too slow! “ One lady 
was doing 25 on the Turnpike. 
When I told her to go faster she 
looked at me as if I was un­ 
patriotic.”
